The great Mississippi and Missouri Rivers flow 
through lush green valleys and past thriving towns 
and cities.The Rocky Mountains of Montana, Wy­ 
oming, Colorado, and New Mexico pierce the very 
skys with their snow laden peaks. Yet, in Califor­ 
nia, Arizona, New Mexico, and Nevada are burning, 
torrid deserts ;in*d wastelands to add variety to the

scenery. In the Hawaiian Islands tropical breezes 
blow and fierce voleanos erupt. American, in itself 
is a breath-taking place. Such contrast in one 
country is difficult to find, yet we find it in this 
land of freedom.

What rnore can you say for this county, Amer­ 
ica, than the following inscription which appears 
on the Statue of Liberty. "Give me your tired, your 
poor, your huddled masses yearning to breathe 
free.. The. retched refuse.of your teaming shores. 
Se*nd these'the'homeless tempest tossed to me; I 
lift my lamp beside the golden door.*'

Yes, men have died for this country, the place 
where all men are spiritually equal. They paid for 
it with thejr lives to give it to us, so that this coun- 

.try would thrive and grow. So that it would set an 
example for the .world, especially th ecountries 
yearning for freedom.

The people are the most oulManding feature 
of-this country. People of many nationalities and 
creeds work together making America a strong 
union. The ideas and ideals of these people who are 
from all over the world combine to make America a 
country of perfection.

This, then, is our American Heritage. This is all 
encompassed in my feeling of what America means 
to me."
